THIRD DAY. 

Convening. — Conference convened according to rule, Friday, November 30, at 9 
a. m., in third day’s session, Bishop W. B. Murrah in the chair. 

Opening Service. — The opening service was conducted by the Bishop and consisted 
of singing hymn 1: * 

“O for a thousand tongues to sing, 

My great Redeemer’s praise!” 

prayer and reading Psalm CIII. 

Minutes Approved. — The minutes of the second day’s session were read and ap- 
proved. 

Income from the Blair Fund. — A communication was received from W. F. Mc- 
Murry, Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Church Extension, covering draft for 
$1,072.22 income from the C. W. Blair Loan Fund for Superannuate Preachers of the 
Louisiana Conference. 

On motion, the communication and remittance were referred to the Joint Board 
of Finance with instructions that suitable note be made in their report of the generous 
gift and lamented death of Mr. Blair. 

Reception into Full Connection. — Question 4 was called: Who are admitted into 

full connection? 

A. L. Harper, F. B. Hill, Robert William Smith, Benjamin Harris Andrews and J. L. 
Lay, who yesterday had either been elected to deacon’s orders or being already in or- 
ders had passed the second year’s examination, were called to the chancel. 

After an address by the Bishop, these brethren, having been recommended by tne 
Committee on Admissions, were interrogated according to the Disciplinary form, and, 
by vote of the Conference were admitted into full connection. 

Transfers. — Question 6 was called: Who are received by transfer from other Con- 
ferences? 

The transfers were announced of U. G. Foote from the Baltimore Conference; 
H. W. Rickey from the North Alabama Conference and W. H. Jordan from the Saint 
Louis Conference. 

B. Carter, Personal. — Briscoe Carter as a personal privilege thanked the Confer- 
ence for the leave of absence granted him, and for the many expression of sympathy, 
and stated that as his son was better, he would not need to be absent. 

Election of Delegates to the General Conference. — The Bishop read the law re- 
lating to representation in the General Conference, and announce^ that the Conference 
having a membership of 285, was entitled to four clerical delegates and four lay del- 
egates. 

On motion it was ordered that ballots be counted outside the Conference room. 

The following tellers were announced:

A ballot for delegates of each order, clerical and lay, was taken, and the tellers 
retired to count the ballots. 

Matter of War Emergency Fund. — Dr. W. F. McMurry addressed the Conference 
on the resolution of the College of Bishops calling for the raising of $100,000 for reli- 
gious work in camps and cantonments. He! stated that $3000 was deemed an equitable 
apportionment to the Louisiana Conference. 

A resolution was offered by George S. Sexton, seconded by F. S. Parker. Briscoe 
Carter offered a substitution, which was later withdrawn. 

Order of the Day Postponed. — At G. Shankle rose to a point of order, and stated 
that the order of the day had arrived. A motion was made that the order of the day be 
postponed until the matter in hand be disposed of. The motion prevailed. 

After full discussion, the following resolution was passed: 

Be it Resolved that the Louisiana Conference accept as their share of the Emer- 
gency War Work Fund, called for by the College of Bishops, not less than $3000, and 
that a committee of three ministers and three laymen be hereby constituted to bring in, 
not later than to-morrow morning, a plan for raising our share of the fund; and that a 
part of the plan be a provision for a continuation committee.

By request Mr. O. A. Wright spoke to the report with especial reference to the 
fund of $75,000 proposed to be raised for an additional building. 

The report as amended was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF THE ORPHANAGE BOARD. 

To fill vacancies expiring by limitation, as per charter of Board of Directors for 
our Institution, we make the following nominations: O. A. Wright in place of C. W. 

Blair, deceased; W. D. Hass, in place of S. A. Montgomery; P. K. Abel to succeed him- 
self; O. E. Hodges to succeed himself. 
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We recommend that special collections be taken for the Orphanage on Easter 
Sunday and Work Day, in the various Churches and Sunday Schools of the Conference. 

We recommend that the Rev. R. W. Vaughan be reappointed Superintendent for 
the Institution during the incoming year. 

It is most earnestly desired by this* Board that the Board of Directors be authorized 
by the Conference to raise a fund of $75,000, with which to erect new buildings and buy 
equipment. ' 

Whereas the Orphanage of the Louisiana Conference has attained such splendid 
proportions under the wise management of our Conference Board and the Board of Direc- 
tors and as a result of the consecrated life and labors of the gifted Superintendent and 
his wife; 

And whereas its rapid development demands increasing benefactions in order that 
its; progress may be made secure and its gracious ministrations extended, 

Therefore be it Resolved: 

That we renew our pledge of hearty and enthusiastic support of this most excel- 
lent work. 

That we pledge ourselves to turn the individual support of all Churches and of 
all our people, so far as we can, to our own great and worthy Orphanage Work.

REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF ORPHANAGE. 

The Board of Directors of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage beg leave to present 
the following report for the current year: 

We have just closed another year of great good fortune and exceeding prosperity, 
unparalleled by anything we have ever had since our institution came into existence. 
Increase and expansion have gone forward as never before; and we have been smiled 
upon and blessed by a beneficient Providence far beyond anything we had expected or 
looked for. 

Our plant has been expanded, enlarged and increased in value until it now has 
an actual value of $60,132 and our equipment is modern and strictly up-to-date. Our 
total cash receipts during the year amount to $18,426.76, exclusive of an annuity of 
$6000 given before his death and a legacy of $2000 left us by the will of our lamented 
friend and member of our Board, Mr. C. W. Blair, in addition to other large benefactions 
by him to our institution in the past, aggregating about $16,000. 

We have expended for maintenance the current year, including salaries and all 
other necessary expenses of operating the plant, the sum of $16,686.26; we have put 
$4236.86 in permanent additions and improvements, and we have in our treasury still 
$3,938.87 exclusive of $1763.14 of the Blair Annuity Fund. A critical examination of 
the inventory of our property embraced in our Superintendent’s most excellent and in- 
spiring report of this year’s accomplishments, will both interest and instruct you in that 
it will convince you that we have no money tied up in useless or unremunerative invest- 
ments. 

The Board again request your body to set aside Easter Sunday and Work Day as 
days for raising funds for the maintenance of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage for 
the incoming year. The terms of the following members of this Board expire this 
year, viz.: O. E. Hodge, P. K. Abel, C. W. Blair and S. A. Montgomery. Of this number, 

O. E. Hodge and P. K. Abel were re-elected. Dr. W. D. Haas of Alexandria, La., was 
elected in the place of S. A. Montgomery, and Mr. O. A. Wright of Shreveport, La., in the 
place of C. W. Blair, deceased. Your confirmation of the newly elected members is re- 
quested. The Rev. R. W. Vaughan was re-elected Superintendent for the incoming year, 
and his confirmation is requested. S. D. PEARCE, President. 

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

To the Honorable S. D. Pearce, President and Members of the Board of Directors of the 

Louisiana Methodist Orphanage 
Dear Brethren: 

I take pleasure in submitting my Annual Report, covering the operations of our 
Institution from November 1, 1916, to November 1, 1917. 

During the year we have handled 150 children. Of this number we now have 123 
in the Orphanage, 15 have been returned to relatives able to provide for them, 11 have 
been placed in good homes and 1 has left of his own accord. The children have been 
healthy, hearty and happy. We have suffered no epidemic of disease, we have had no 
serious illness, no deaths. 

One hundred and six of our children attend school, ninety-four going to the public 
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school, and twelve attending the Louisiana Industrial Institute. Two of our girls will 
complete their education at the Industrial in December and go out to teach. The chil- 
dren have made excellent records in school, and their progress has been gratifying. 

Our children attend Sunday School and Church regularly, quite a number of them 
being members of the Church. We have some most excellent Christian characters among 
the children, and feel very confident that they will take their places in life as valiant 
soldiers of the Cross. The Young People’s Missionary Society has been maintained with 
our larger girls during the year and they have made a very good showing in their work. 

It is with deep sorrow that we record the death of that loyal friend and generous 
donor to our Orphanage, Mr. C. W. Blair. During Mr. Blair’s life time he gave to our 
work about $16,000, and to us left $2000 in his will. He was the largest and most liberal 
contributor our Orphanage has ever had. His death makes the first loss your Board of 
Directors has suffered by death. 

The year has been the greatest in material progress we have ever enjoyed. Be- 
sides the Annuity of $6000 given by Mr. Blair before his death we have received from 
the people the most generous support ever recorded in one year. It is a most gratifying 
fact that during the nine years we have been connected with the Orphanage each year 
has marked a decided advance ever the year previous. While this is true our respons- 
ibility and the burden of the work have grown also. We now have more children, and 
the children have grown larger, and the expenses for the upkeep have become much 
heavier. Yet we are not burdned with debt, have a good cash balance in the Treasury, 
and, above all, the devoted sympathy of our great people and the unquestioned approval 
of God on our work. 

During the year we have erected a modern, sanitary milk house and refrigerator, 
built in many needed clothes closets, added a Silo, built a protection concrete wall to 
the east side of the main building, constructed and repaired the fences, painted some of 
the out-buildings, screened most of the building, purchased a home for the assistant 
manager and paid for the forty acres of land bargained for last year. 

Our agricultural interests suffered greatly during the two severe droughts that 
visited this section. The corn crop was almost a total failure, but we managed to erect 
our silo in time to make most of it into silage for our winter feeding. Our most serious 
loss was our crop of sweet potatoes w'hich was almost a total failure. Besides 175 gal- 
lons of peaches, and 1000 cans of tomatoes very little canning was done. Many whole- 
some vegetables were raised, however, and used during the season for the children and 
the home.

We carry $27,000 insurance for fire protection and $150,000 Tornado insurance, 
with all premiums paid in full 

Quite a number of the children of our home are being provided with their clothing 
by Missionary Societies, Ladies’ Aids, Sunday Schools and individuals. This is of very 
great help to us in our work, and is very greatly apprecated. Aside from the material 
aid afforded, the fact that the children realize that other people are thus directly inter- 
ested in them is of very great incentive value to the child. 

Several cars of produce given by the people, and hauled free of cost by railroads 
were of great value to our work during the year. Plans are already made for running 
at least two more cars this fall, which we trust will be equally as valuable as last year. 

Our prospects for a new building are quite as remote as ever. The need is just 
as imperative. Whether now is the proper time to build with the great uncertainty of 
the future, the excessive cost of building material, and the difficulty to secure the needed 
funds, not only for the building but for the operation under our increased responsibility 
is a question I feel incompetent to decide, and must leave to your better judgment. 

That Easter Sunday in the Spring and| “Work Day” in the Fall have been estab- 
lished as Orphanage days throughout the Conference is apparent to all. It is essential 
to our work that these days should be retained throughout our connection. Any de- 
parture from this plan would be fatal to our cause

STATE OF LOUISIANA, 

Parish of Lincoln 

Be it known, that on this the seventeenth day of January, in the year 1917, before 
me, Brice H. Jackson, Notary Public, in and for Lincoln Parish, Louisiana, personally 
came and appeared S. D. Pearce, of the Parish of Lincoln, State of Louisiana, herein ap- 
pearing in his capacity as President of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage, of Ruston, 
Louisiana, a corporation organized and incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Lousiana, by act passed before J. M. Sims, Clerk and ex-officio Notary Public in and for 
Lincoln Parish, Louisiana, on the nineteenth day of February, A. D., 1907, recorded in 
the office of the Recorder of Mortgages of Lincoln Parish, Louisiana, Book — , pages — , 
who declared to me; 

That the annual meeting of the Board of Directors of the Louisiana Methodist 
Orphanage, held at the office of the corporation of the 16th day of November, 1916, after 
due notice given to the members of said Board by mail as required by the charter and 
by-laws of said corporation; that at the meeting aforesaid of said Board of Directors of 
said corporation the following members were present, viz. : S. D. Pearce, Briscoe Carter, 
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J. Ii. Mays, A. G. Shankle, R. O. Randle, C. W. Blair, P. K. Abel, J. M. Henry; every 
member being present except 3. 

That at said annual meeting held on said day, all of said members voted unan- 
imously to amend the charter of the corporation. Article five, paragraph one and two, as 
amended by the said Board on January 19, 1915, so as to read: 

Article V. The Board of Directors of this corporation and association shall be 
composed of fourteen members, and shall be elected as follows: Four members of said 

Board of Directors shall be elected each year by the Louisiana Annual Conference of 
the M. E. Church, South, at its regular annual session for the term of three years each, 
so that only one-third of the members of the Board shall ever be elected at one time. 
The Board of Directors hereinafter named shall hold office as herein stated, or until their 
successors shall have been elected and qualified, viz.: S. D. Pearce, J. H. Mays, A. G. 

Shankle and H. H. White, until the meeting of the Louisiana Annual Conference at the 
close of the year 1913; C. B. Carter, R. H. Wynn, R. O. Randle and R. D. Webb, until the 
meeting of the Louisiana Annual Conference at the close of the year 1919; and C. W. 
Blair, O. E. Hodge, P. K. Abel and S. A. Montgomery, until the meeting of the Annual 
Conference at the close of the year 1917. 

In addition to the above named twelve directors there shall be two directors ex- 
officio, to-wit.: The presiding elder of the Ruston District, Louisiana Annual Confer- 

ence, M. E. Church, South, and the preacher in charge of Trinity Church, Ruston Sta- 
tion, Louisiana Annual Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, South, who shall hold 
the office of membership on said Board during the term of their appointment to the above 
positions. The Board shall fill all vacancies occurring in the interim of the sessions of 
the Louisiana Annual Conference. 

That appearers S. D. Pearce, President of said corporation, was authorized and 
directed to appear before me, said Notary, and to execute the proper notarial act and 
declaration of such amendment, as required by law, for the purpose of providing legal 
evidence and permanent record of such amendment. 

That the aforesaid amendment to Article V of the said charter was adopted at the 
meeting of said Board held at the office of said corporation at the regular meeting of 
said Board, on the 17th day of January, A. D., 1917. 

Thus done and passed in my office in the city of Ruston, Lincoln Parish, Louisiana, 
on this the 17th day of January, A. D., 1917, in the presence of W. G. Hancock and W. F. 
Pearce witnesses of lawful age, residents of said Parish and State, who sign together 
with the parties hereto and me, said Notary Public, after the whole has been read in 
the presence of all. S. D. PEARCE, President.

“Be it Resolved, That the proper steps be taken to amend sections one and two 
of Article Five of the Charter of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage relative to the num- 
ber of members of the Board of Directors, so as to change the number of members from 
eleven to fourteen: The presiding elder of the Ruston District, Louisiana Conference 

of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the preacher in charge of Trinity Church, 
Ruston Station, Louisiana Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, South, are to be 
Ex-Officio members of said Board, and of the aforesaid number, and the other twelve 
are to be elected in groups of four at the meeting of the Louisiana Conference in 1917, 
four at the meeting of said Conference in 1918, and four at the session of said Confer- 
ence in 1919. 

“That said Directors so elected to service terms of three years and subsequent 
elections being made in groups of four to fill vacancies created as the respective terms 
expire; the directors now serving to fill’ out their present term of office. 

“Be it further Resolved, That the Secretary of the Board be instructed to issue 
special notices to the Board of Directors of the January, 1917, meeting of the Board, 
specifying the intention to submit the above proposition to amend the charter of the 
Louisiana Mehodist Orphanage.”

Prison Reform. — H. S. Johns presented the report of the Committee of Prison Re- 
form, which was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRISON REFORM. 

The magnitude of prison reform work is. revealed by the statistics as published 
showing 135,000 serving time in the penitentiaries of the United States, while in round 
numbers 500,000 men, women and children annually within the borders of our country 
pass through some form of lockup. 

Within our beloved State of Louisiana we find upon inquiry that 1900 are serving 
time in the State penitentiary, and including city jails with parish jails, more than 10,- 
000 annually are incarcerated. 

Therefore, the subject of prison reform, and this includes preventive measures, 
is one which commands the attention of many of the best and wisest of our citizenry. 
The American Ptison Reform Association recently held a successful Congress in New 
Orleans and with thirty-eight States represented with an attendance of nearly four hun- 
dred. 

We are glad to note that in our State prison many improvements are being made 
in matters of sanitation, privileges allowed the inmates, extension of trusty or honor 
system, good time and parole laws. The parole law has been in effect three years and 
to this date 533 prisoners have been paroled. Out of this number only 16 violations of 
parole have been noted. This we consider a very fine showing for the beneficial effects 
of this law. If persons convicted of crime can be cured and returned to society and be- 
come law-abiding citizens, and tax payers as we have had occasion to observe, certainly 
all should rejoice in these facts. 

We now have the indeterminate sentence and suspended sentence laws, upon our 
statute books which, if rightly interpreted, and wisely administered by the district 
judges of the State, much good will result from their enactment. 

We note with pleasure the recent appointment by His Excellency Governor R. G. 
Pleasant, of a new Board of Charities and Correction, and beg to express the hope that 
the next Legislature will make an appropriation for the effective work which is desired. 

We feel that the present Management of the State Penitentiary is wise and fully 
competent to deal with the present situation and hereby express confidence in the Hon. 
H. L. Fuqua, as General Manager, and Hon. A. D. Bryan, as Warden, to rehabilitate the 
State prison, and at the same time deal humanely with those committed to their eare. 

We desire, however, to call your attention to all measures possible looking to the 
prevention of crime, and therefore the conservation of human happiness, life and liberty. 
We are of the opinion that for 500,000 people within our borders annually to be incar- 
cerated within jails or penitentiaries is a waste upon society, involving as it often does 
untold suffering to innocent women and children, and shame impossible to express in 
words, to say nothing of the destruction of human life in the 10,000 homicide cases an- 
nually dealt with in the courts of our country. 

As workers among those already convicted and serving time in prison, we feel as 
though we were at the bottom of some mighty Niagara taking care as best we can of 
those who chance to come our way, but we feel that measures should be inaugurated to 
reach if possible, the persons who are in the way of crime and save them, and their 
families before the awful tragedy has been enacted. Jesus Christ came to earth to save 
men from their sins, and we should hail with delight any and all measures to prevent 
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the committal of crime. We recognize the Church of the Living God as everywhere the 
mightiest factor in this scheme of crime-preventing. Next, laws looking to the abolition 
of vice and immorality, the suppression of gambling in all its forms, absolute prohibition 
of the liquor traffic whether by legalized sale, or bootlegging, are necessary before any- 
thing of a permanent nature can be accomplished in the lessening of crime. 

We believe that the sale of pistols should be regulated by stringent laws, since 
it is often the handy pistol carried unlawfully, which is responsible for many of the cases 
of homicide. We suggest a law making it necessary before a pistol can he purchased 
that a permit be secured from the sheriff or police officials 

We recommend the continuance of this committee, and that beginning next quad- 
rennium, the presiding elders be requested to nominate a committee on prison reform 
to serve four jears, and study prison conditions and report annually.

Temperance and Civic Morals. — The report of the Committee of Temperance and 
Civic Morals was read by H. W. Rickey and adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF TEMPERANCE AND CIVIC MORALS. 

The Temperance Forces have been capturing the liquor trenches with clocklike 
regularity and are now ready to go “over the top” and force a final surrender of the 
enemy. Eighty-eight per cent of the territory of the Nation is dry. Congress has adopted 
more prohibition and restrictive liquor legislation in the last year than in any previous 
half century. Prohibition is in the saddle; liquor is no more than a tramp on the 
National Highway. The war against the liquor traffic, however, must continue until the 
last saloon has been driven from our national domain. A national evil requires a national 
remedy. 

As most effective agents in winning these great moral victories, we, your com- 
mittee, recognize the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the Anti-Saloon League 
of America, therefore: 

Be jt resolved by the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, now in session: 

I. That we commend the work of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and 
of the Anti-Saloon League of America and commit ourselves and our people to their con- 
tinued support. 

II. That our Churches shall be opened to an accredited representative of the 
Anti-Saloon League once each year, and that during the month of April, 1918, all of our 
Sunday schools shall be given an opportunity to make a contribution to the Anti-Saloon 
League. 

III. That, in view of the close proximity of saloons to Camp Beauregard, and in 

spite of the efforts of the army officers to protect the men, and the efforts of others to 
enforce the law, liquor finds its way to some of the men and is working against their 
highest efficiency, we recommend the following men be named to confer with federal 
authorities for the purpose of having created a ten mile zone around Camp Beauregard 
within which no intoxicating liquor shall be sold: H. H. White, A. M. Mayo, R. O. Ran- 

dle, W. S. Holmes and Rev. G. S. Sexton. 

IV. That we recommend the reappointment of Rev. A. W. Turner as Superinten- 
dent of the Louisiana Anti-Saloon League. 

V. That we pledge ourselves to use all our influence to persuade our Congress- 
men to vote for the Shepard-Gallinger bill now before the Lower House of Congress to 
provide for the submission to the Statutes an amendment to the Federal Constitution, 
which when ratified by thirty-six States will be given national prohibition. 

VI. That we name as delegates to the Eighteenth National Congress of the Anti- 

Saloon League of AAmerica, to be held in Washington, D. C., November 10th to 13th in- 
clusive: Rev. George S. Sexton, Rev. W. W. Holmes, Rev. H. W. May, Rev. C. D. At- 

kinson, R. O. Randle and A. M. Mayo. 

We are greatly gratified at the attitude of our Government toward the extirpation 
of restricted districts and look forward with great hope to the early time when legalized 
vice shall be abolished. We realize not only the importance of ordinances suppressing 
prostitution, but the necessity of enforcing them. We call upon all of our people to co- 
operate with the authorities in carrying out the policy of the Government to absolutely 
prohibit this physical and moral menance, and we recommend the appointment of the 
following committee to co-operate with similar committees representing other churches, 
clubs and organizations before the State Legislature in securing effective legislation on 
this question: The presiding elder of Baton Rouge District, the presiding elder of New 
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Orleans District, and the Pastor of the First Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of 
Baton Rouge.

The lower floor of this building being vacant when the present board was elected 
wak very much in need of repairs and not having the money on hand to make said re- 
pairs we were unable to rent same until August 1, 1917, at which time we leased the 
lower floor for a term of twenty-six months, ending October 1, 1919, giving an option to 
the present tenant of releasing said floor at the end of this lease at an annual rental to 
be fixed at that time.

Church Publications. — The Report of the Committee on Church Publications was 
read. Rev. John F. Foster spoke to the report, which was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH PUBLICATIONS 

It is with genuine pleasure that we take note of the continued excellence of our 
Sunday School publications and recommend a careful consideration of the publications 
being put out for our help in Sunday School methods and plans. We are also pleased 
to note the continued excellence of the Quarterly Review, the Christian Advocate, The 
Epworth Era and other publications of the Publishing House. The great increase in 
cost of publication aside from the regular need cf our people for these publications, 
makes it more imperative than ever that we give our most faithful support to these 
general publications of the Church. 

The publications of the General Board are recommended to our preachers and 
people as a source of great information and inspiration with reference to the work be- 
ing done by these boards. These reports should be circulated and read and used. 

The condition of the New Orleans Christian Advocate at this time demands that 
we rally to its support. Its very life depends upon this. This paper has served the 
Church and the Conference well and it is still doing this same service. The publisher, 
Charles O. Chalmers, is laboring under new and most trying conditions. He reports a 
very large decrease in number of subscriptions. At the same time there has been an 
enormous increase in the expense of publication. An increase of expense and a de- 
crease of revenues that were always very meager is a most serious situation. The pub- 
lication committee suggest a campaign throughout the patronizing territory for four 
thousand new subscribers. Our share of this number is one thousand. 

We make the following recommendations: 

1. A Conference wide campaign for one thousand subscribers to the New Orleans

H. H. White Invited to Address the Conference. — On motion of R. H. Wynn, H. H. 
White was invited to address the Conference on the work of the Commission on Unifica- 
tion. The motion prevailed. 
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Board of Education. — The report of the Board of Education was read. An amend- 
ment offered by George S. Sexton was accepted as part of the original. 

After an address by Dr. Sexton and remarks by W. W. Drake, the report amended 
was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The present world situation must profoundly affect our conceptions and plans of 
Education. One of its outstanding phases is the fact that the policies of autocracy and 
militarism that have forced the world into war, are the direct fruit of the most thorough- 
going system of education in the world — a system in which the central and dominating 
principle has been the glorification of materialistic efficiency. The wise inference for 
the Christan Church to draw from this fact is that if a generation or two of such educa- 
tion can develop a people untried in the effort to bring the whole world under the sway 
of the principles which it promotes; an education which is thoroughly permeated by 
devotion to Christ and enthrones Him at its center, would be the most powerful factor 
in the development of a Christian democracy. There could be no more convincing de- 
monstration of the power of education or the significance of its controlling principle. 
Thus the call of the Church into the field of Christian Education is mightly emphasized. 

Another challenge presented by the world situation, is found in the fact that the 
outcome of the war must be followed by a rebuilding of the institution of civilization 
throughout the world. For this great task, the imperative demand will be for trained 
leaders, whose mental efficiency is inspired by the Christian faith and Christian prin- 
ciples. The Church must play a large part in finding and training such leaders. 

It is encouraging to know that the Church is awakening in some measure to the 
responsibility in the matter of Christian education which this involves: and that our 
Church Institutions, in spite of the interference of war conditions, have shown very 
slight if any decrease in patronage. 

We rejoice in the continued prosperity of our two universities, as shown in the 
fact that in spite of present conditions the attendance is very little decreased; and their 
resources are increasing. The need for added buildings and largely increased endow- 
ment for these universities cannot be long delayed without hurt to the Church. We 
commend to the young people in our Conference who are looking to the ministry, the 
school of Theology of Southern Methodist University, and urge upon them the import- 
ance of a full theological training where it is possible. 

We rejoice to note that since the establishment of our two schools of Theology, 
the number of students) throughout our Church definitely taking curses in theology has 
increased more than one hundred per cent. 

We recommend that an addition to our assessment of $200 be made; the proceeds 
of which shall be used for the support of the School of Theology, Southern Methodist 
University. 

We recommend to all our pastors and Sunday schools the observance of College 
Day as suggested by our General Conference Board, with a view to bringing before our 
young people information about our institution and through definite information and 
prayer, bringing our Churches and Sunday schools into closer touch with our schools 
and colleges. 

We endorse the movement on the part of our General Conference Board and the 
General Sunday School Board to maintain in our colleges, chairs of religious education 
that these institutions may more definitely minister to the) efficiency of our church life. 

We recognize the importance of the work done by the Department of Ministerial 
Supply and Training and the) value of the work it is doing for the securing of a better 
prepared ministry. In co-operation with its plans we urge the observance in every 
Church and Sunday school of the Annual Vocation Day when the claims of the ministry 
may be laid upon the hearts of the young people. We call the attention of our pastors 
to the law of the Church requiring every pastor to preach once a year in every con- 
gregation a sermon on the claims of the ministry. Vocation Day would be a suitable 
time for such a sermon, and the Department of Supply and Training is ready to help the 
preacher by furnishing suitable literature upon this subject. 

Nothing in this; connection is more important than to follow the Master’s injunc- 
tion “Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest that he will send forth laborers into his 
harvest.” 

We would emphasize the necessity for a fully trained and equipped ministry. This 
emphasis may be expressed in holding rigidly as a conference to the Educational stan- 
dards required by the Discipline, and by advising our young men to secure as high 
academic and theological training as the circumstances permit; in order to make sueh 
advice effective, w r e recommend that our Conference follow the example of many other 
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Conferences, and the recommendation of the General Conference Board by levying an 
assessment equal to the amount assessed the last year for General Conference Expenses 
and distributed in the same way to create a fund for assisting condidates for the min- 
istry in pursuing their education. 

Wc further recommend that the committees of Examination be requested to urge 
the classes to take examination through the correspondence school. 

We recommend that co-operation with the Seashore Divinity School be continued 
as in the past by raising $200 from the several districts for its support; and that the 
sum of $200 be assessed for its support in the future, and that the nomination of C. C. 
Miller, on its Board of Trustees be confirmed. 

We recommend that the plan of the Centenary Efficiency Conference be approved 
and its works commended to the preachers of the Monroe, Ruston, Shreveport and 
Alexandria Districts. We rejoice in the prosperity evidenced in the reports of our Con- 
ference Colleges. 

The report of Mansfield Female College indicates! a condition of growing and de- 
served prosperity which will make necessary in the near future the enlargement of its 
buildings and resources. 

We acknowledge with grateful appreciation the splendid campaign in the city of 
Shreveport which resulted in the addition of $64,000 to the endowment resources of Cen- 
tenary, and gave substantial evidence of the interest of all elements of the citizenship 
in the Institution. We feel that this movement lays an imperative obligation upon Lou- 
isiana Methodism to carry out in full the original agreement with the city of Shreve- 
port as to the raising further funds for the equipment of the College; an obligation em- 
phasized by the necessity of additional endowment and buildings to place the College 
upon a satisfactory basis. We therefore recommend that the Conference pledge itself 
to full co-operation with the plans of the Board of Trustees to secure not less than 
$100,000 from our membership and friends throughout the State. 

Whereas, the Board of Trustees of Centenary College is planning to launch a cam- 
paign to raise not less than ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS for a building and 
additional endowment, therefore, 

Be it resolved, That the Conference approves and fully endorses said contemplated 
action. 

Be it further resolved, That, in order to make said proposed campaign the success 
that the cause demands, the said Board of Trustees is authorized and empowered to 
create a Conference wide organization, to appoint commissioners and representatives 
in each district, as occasion may require, said appointment to carry full authority of the 



Conference. 

Be it further resolved, That the Presiding Elders and Pastors shall co-operate 
fully and heartily in this campaign, giving the cause right-of-way in their charges, when 
in the development of the campaign, it becomes necessary. 

We recommend the confirmation of Rev. George S. Sexton and Mr. E. A. Frost to 
fill vacancies on the Board of Trustees of Centenary College. We recommend the ap- 
pointment of the following trustees of Mansfield Female College:

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We recommend the adoption of the following paper: The Educational Conference 
composed of representatives from the Educational Institution of the Church west of the 
Mississippi River, in session at Dallas, Texas, September 25, 1917. 

First— Resolved, That pending the securing of $500,000 endowment for the School of 
Theology of Southern Methodist University, that the Conference memorialize the Gen- 
eral Conference, which meets in May, 1918, to lay an annual assessment of $40,000 for 
the School of Thelogy of Southern Methodist University, and that we request the Offi- 
cial Educational Commission to so recommend. 1 

Second — (a) Resolved, That it is the sense of this Educational Conference that 
the colleges west of the Mississippi River should insist upon their ministerial students 
after their academic course, attending the School of Theology of Southern Methodist 
University.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

The District Conference records of all the Districts were before us and have been 
duly examined. We beg to report as follows: 

The Shreveport District record is without an official roll, does not carry a date 
line to indicate in what year the Conference was held, and does not contain a list of the 
Committees appointed at the district conference. The accounts of thef sessions and the 
reports are carefully written and properly noted by heading and margins. 

The Baton Rougel District record mentions roll call, but does not state who were 
present at the opening session. It lacks sufficient marginal references or headings. Re- 
ports from charges do not mention the name of pastors reporting. No mention is made 
of devotional exercises except at the opening session of the first day of the Conference. 

The Ruston District records fail to differentiate between Local Deacons, Local 
Elders and Licentiates in the roll of local preachers, aside from this oversight the record 
is neatly and accurately kept. 

The Monroe District record is accurately kept, properly margined and with the 
exception of some evidence of carelessness in the work the record is well kept. 

The New Orleans District record is well and accurately kept, and in first-class 
condition. 

The record of the Lafayette District is well kept and we have no criticism to make. 
The Alexandria District record is well kept.

Memorial Referred. — A memorial to the General Conference on the Laity Rights 
of Women was referred to the Special Committee on Memorials. 

Epworth League. — The report of the Epworth League Board was read. Dr. F. S. 
Parker spoke to the report which was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

The report of the General Secretary of the Epworth League Board has been sub- 
mitted to us and has been carefully read. We greatly rejoice to note the remarkable 
and substantial growth of this important organization of the Church. 

The statistics for 1916 give the total number of Epworth Leagues as 3841, a gain 
of 96 chapters. The total number of Epworth League members is given as 137,333 a 
gain of 4289. We also are gratified to note the liberal amounts contributed by the 
League toward the missionary enterprises of the Church, amounting to $25,030. 

It is very evident that our people are convinced of the importance of the distinc- 
tive character of the Epworth League as a working organization in giving direction to 
and conserving the religious life of our young people. > 

In this hour of world wide and national crisis where so many of our strong young 
men are being called to the service of the country, the opportunities for effective^ work 
of the Epworth League were never greater. 

The soldiers and sailors need the helpful ministry of our young people, and we 
are pleased to report that in the cantonment and naval stations, good work is being done. 

Realizing the growing importance of the League, we most urgently call the atten- 
tion of our pastors to the “Big Drive” which began on November 1, and will continue 
until April 1, 1918. One-third of our pastors have no Epworth Leagues, and in three- 
fourths of the churches under their care there are neither Epworth Leagues nor other 
organizations providing for the direction of religious activities of young people and their 
development in the Christian life. 
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To remedy this evil, the General Epworth League Board has authorized a cam- 
paign under the name of “The Big Drive;” the object is to organize ; a League in each 
charge. 

We also wish to call your attention to the need of financial assistance. The Ep- 
worth League has never been adequately supported, and for this reason has been forced 
to turn away from golden opportunities and ripened fields of service. 

Therefore be it resolved: 

First — That this Conference pledge their hearty support for the observance of the 
second Sunday in May as Anniversary Day, that each pastor in the Conference take an 
offering on this day for the work of the Epworth League, whether there is a League in 
his Church or not. 

Second— That we deplore the startling loss of young people from the Church, 
which amounted to 93840 in ten years from six Annual Conferences. This shows clearly 
the need of the Epworth League to conserve the religious life of the young people in our 
Churches; therefore let us quit talking and go to work to save the four converts who 
lapse into sin and are lost to the Church for every three that are saved. 

That we pledge ourselves to this forward movement of the “Big Drive” and that 
we awaken to this great interest of our Church. 

We recommend the appointing of J. F. Carraway, H. E. Beswich, Seeman Mayo, 
C. V. Saunders, J. A. Ingram, S. A. Seegers, R. E. Eobbitt to fill vacancies on the Board.

— The report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance was 
received and adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

When the great God and Father had finished the stupendous work of creating the 
world, he stood contemplating same with satisfaction and pronounced it good, good and 
perfectly adjusted to the end for which it was made. Then came the task of giving ex- 
pression to Himself and interpretation to all things visible and invisable, and He said, 
“Let us make man in our own image,” a fit associate and companion for himself, placing 
man under practically the same laws, thus giving emphasis to the divinity that is in 
him. One of the most important laws which govern and direct the best interests of 
humanity is that pertaining to the holy Sabbah, which day said the Master was specially 
made for man; made for man that he by catering to the demands of his physical nature, 
might rest from the toils and labors of life, and to his spiritual nature in quiet and un- 
disturbed meditation and communion with the Lord. Now the command to remember 
the Sabbath Day to keep it holy was not given arbitrarily, but that man might keep ever 
in vital, unobstructed fellowship with bis Father God. Disobedience to these commands 
and disregard for these laws, even though slight in the beginning, may, and does fre- 
quently become the first break in the dike which opens the way and lets loose upon the 
moral life the destructive flood tides of sin, that destroy the peace and mar the beauty 
of the whole character of man, setting him with aceellerated speed downward toward a 
destiny of endless woe, 

Therefore resolved: 

As ministers and laymen we do hereby pledge ourselves to a more careful observ- 
ance of the holy Sabbath, so that both by precept and example we may allure to a nolier, 
happier life and lead the way.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

We note with gratification the constantly enlarging field of usefulness into which 
the Sunday SchooT has been called. To no other agency in the Church has been given 
access to so many people, and at a time when' they are more susceptible to those influ- 
ences which make character. And while these doors are flung wide, we believe that the 
Church can not be too careful in her preparation to go in and occupy in the name of our 
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Lord. For in proportion to the care with which we do our training work, in that pro- 
portion will our Church he efficient ten years hence. 

Reports from the General Board are to a high degree satisfactory. The rapid in- 
crease in the circulation of our periodicals indicates a general use of better methods. 
And the increase in the use of graded literature denotes more systematic work in the 
teaching department of the Church. The Sunday School is coming more and more into 
prominence as a Missionary agency, both in training our children and young people in 
missionary work and study, and in financing the work of the Missionary Boards through 
its missionary contributions. 

Your Board by your instruction, has maintained a Field Secretary and an elemen- 
tary Superintendent in the field during the present Conference year. They have traveled 
extensively and labored industriously and efficiently for the furtherance of Sunday 
School interests of the Church. Having been away from home on Sunday School bus- 
iness 497 days between them, visited 137 of the 149 pastoral charges, and held 297 Con- 
ferences with local Sunday school workers, and made 232 addresses. Besides this they 
have done an extensive office work, having sent out more than 6000 pieces of mail in- 
cluding letters, postal cards and printed matter. These are our agents for raising up 
better teachers, more loyal workers, and who are teaching us to hold without loss those 
boys and girls who have grown to maturity among us, and deserve to be given the most 
cordial support, and to be put to the best use in all our school. 

Our first Wesley Bible Class Federation was held in Alexandria in March and was 
a good start in this important department of our work. The second will be held in 
Mansfield in 1918. 

We are maintaining Sunday school work in the State Penitentiary, both in walls 
and camp, and are supplying literature for some other needy schools. Your Board, in 
co-operation with the Boards of the Mississippi, North Mississippi and Alabama Confer- 
ence arranged for the services of a lecturer at the Seashore Divinity School last summer. 

In view r of the multiplying appeals that are being made to our Sunday schools for 
financial and moral support, many of them asking for special days with programs for 
promotion of their cause, resulting in many instances in a serious financial drain on the 
resources of our school, and in diverting our children’s interest away from our own 
worthy and needy institutions: We recommend that all our schools be urged to ob- 

serve only those special days and to contribute only to those causes that have the sanc- 
tion and indorsement of your board, and thei approval of your Conference. 

The following special days are recommended for observance in the Sunday 
schools: 

Easter, for Missions or the Orphanage; Children’s Day, for Sunday School Exten- 
sion Work; W T ork Day, for the Orphanage; Rally Day, for The World’s Temperance Sun- 
day; Go to Sunday School Day, for the Conference Sunday School work; Red Cross 
Day; College Day and Christmas (for, any special offering that the pastor and workers 
council will approve.) 

After observing the work of our field workers your Board recommends that the 
2 per cent assessment be continued, and requests that Rev. C. V. Breithaupt be appointed 
to the office of Sunday School Field Secretary and requests authority to employ Miss 
Nellie Richardson as elementary Superintendent.

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MEMOIR S. 



FELIX R. HILL, D.D. 

To write some suitable memorial paragraph upon the life of the greatest pastor 
of his day in Southern Methodism is my task. 

Felix R. Hill was born in Nashville, Tenn., in 1844. He was a great-grandson of 
James Robertson, Brigadier General under George Washington, and founder of the City 
of Nashville. He was educated at private academies and the University of Nashville. 
The heroic strain of his pioneer ancestry became manifest in a passion for the calling 
of a soldier, which carried him past his West Point examinations, but was repressed by 
illness which for the first, but not the last time, compelled a change in his life direction. 

I do not know much of his early religious life. He was companionable and com- 
municative, but neither in conversation nor in preaching, so far as I know, did he speak 
of the initial and earlier steps in the shining path of virtue, piety and spiritual service 
that he trod unto the perfect day. The strong evangelical tone of h’is ministry and his 
unbroken success as a soul winner suggest an experience in spiritual life of a very 
definite type. 

Mr. Hill entered thei Christian ministry in the Tennessee Conference in 1860 and 
for two years served the Harpeth Circuit. In 1861-62 he served the West Huntsville 
(Ala.) Station: in 1862-63, Spring Hill. During 1863 and part of 1864 he was without 

appointment, but served as Chaplain in Forrest’s Command. The latter part of 1S65 he 
supplied Courtland, Ala., and in 1865-’6T, Trinity and Ewing’s Chapel; in 1867-’69 Pulaski 
Station: in 1869-73 Murfreesboro; in 1873-76 Elm Street, Nashville, then the leading 
church of the city. 

It was while at Elm Street that, for the second time, his way was providentially 
changed by an attack of illness. He was supposed to be in decline and had advice to re- 
move to a milder climate. His reputation was by this time well established; he was in 
demand, and was appointed to St. Francis Street Church, Mobile, where he spent four 
years. In 1880 he was transferred from Alabama to the Louisiana Conference and sta- 
tioned at Carondelet Street, New r Orleans, then one of the leading churches of the South- 
west. Here he was in succession to the celebrated John Matthews, the greatest preacher, 
take him all in all, in Southern Methodism. After four years at Carondelet Street, he 
was transferred to the St. Louis Conference in 1884 and stationed at First Church, St.. 
Louis, which he served three years. His appointment for 1886-’90 was Cook Avenue, and 
in 1S90-’91 aga>in First Church. In 1891 he was transferred to the Baltimore Conference 
where he served Trinity four years. In 1894 he was transferred to Southern Missouri 
Conference and served successively Troost Avenue (1894-’97) and Central (1897-’99), 
Kansas City, here again in a pulpit once filled by Dr. Matthews, his predecessor in New 
Orleans. From 1899 to 1903 he served Broadway, Louisville, and 1903 returned to his 
home conference and again became pastor of Elm Street, Nashville, where friends of 
former days who still loved him and clave to him, welcomed him back. In 1907 he was 
transferred to Louisiana and served First Church, Shreveport, two years; in 1909-’10 
First Church, New Orleans, successor to his old parish, Carondelet Street. Again in the 
autumn of 1910, because of ill health, his way was changed. Apparently worn out in the 
itinerant ministry, but refusing to become a pensioner upon the Conference funds, he 
took the supernumerary relation. 

Centenary College was in a desperate strait at this time, and strangely enough 
looked for rescue to a worn out man, now in his sixty-seventh year. There is no doubt 
that in this time of crisis as President of Centenary College he saved that honorable 
and useful institution to a prolonged service to the Church. 
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Another failure of health in 1913 caused his retiring from the active work of the 
College; but the following year he became pastor of Felicity Street Church, New Or- 
leans, where his genius as pastor and administrator was applied at its,best, despite his 
age and ill health. Following the hurricane of 1915, by which the church had been 
demo'/ished, he accomplished the all but impossible task of rebuilding and achieved one 
of the greatest successes of his ministry in the enlargement, reorganization and spirit- 
ual development of the congregation. 

In 1864, a young man in the ministry, during the period of his service in the Con- 
federate army in Courtland, Ala., Mr. Hill wedded Miss Martha Ordalia Mayes. To them 
were given four sons who lived to( manhood and are achieving honorable success in 
several professions. Felix R. Hill, Jr., is a distinguished minister in the Church of his 
father, formerly a member of this Conference. 

One who knew their beautiful home life as only an intimate can, says: “During 

fifty years, this elect pair lived together in the prolonged happiness of genuine romance 
and of a sympathetic interest in a common undertaking — the work of the Church.” 

After completing his tasks at the Conference of 1916, he again took the supernu- 
merary relation. Dr. Hill removed to Alexandria, and later to Louisville, Ky., where the 
end came at the home of his son, Edwin. There on April 28, 1917, he died. His passing 
away was sudden, but he had had anticipations that may have hastened his ripening for 
the inheritance of the saints in light. Within the last few days of his life he frequently 
remarked that his Father was very near him. He leaves the bereft companion of his 
long life of splendid service, the strong men who called him “Father,” thousands of 
friends and multitudes who traced their spiritual renewal to his faithful ministry. Other 
thousands greet him in the spirit world while these mourn his departure. 

No more instructive and inspiring book for the benefit of young ministers could be 
written than one on the pastoral ministry of Dr. Hill. Such a study would bring out 
several elements of strength that blended in the production of this model minister of 
Christ. Within the limits of this memoir, they can be only briefly noticed. 

In his young manhood. Dr. Hill was strikingly handsome; there was a dignity in 
his carriage and a neatness in his dress that disarmed criticisms. He was a friendly 
man: he always made many acquaintances in his community and grappled to himself as 
with hooks of steel certain strong friends; friends who, had he permitted it, would have 
placed their fortunes at his disposal. His friends were among the rich and the poor, the 
distinguished and the obscure, the privileged and the lowly, men of the world and saints 
of the Kingdom of God. But he was not in the usual meaning of the term a “good 
mixer.” He was a friend, but the dignity of the calling of a minister of Christ was never 
absent, nor was the familiarity of the politician ever present. His access to people of 
all classes and conditions was a truly notable feature of his career. 

In the pulpit and its offices, jDr. Hill was as far from offending the most fastidious 
taste as in social relations. The ignorant and the learned heard him with equal pleasure. 

Judged by the standards of formal rhetoric he was not a great preacher. He was 
too wise and too holy to be such. He preached to the marginal man, knowing as he did 
so that he was serving the Kingdom when he might have been making reputation. But 
he persuaded the people to whom he had been commissioned as an ambassador of Christ. 
His preaching revealed to those who could recognize such qualities, fine literary taste 
and true culture. Sometimes he was ornate, often poetical, but always had in mind a 
practical end. He was evangelical and in revival work invariably successful. 

Dr. Hill’s character was distinguished by courage as, much as by any other trait. 
The soldier spirit made the chaplain at times a militant member of FprresFs command. 
He was a member of a company that ran Farragut’s blockade in Mobile Bay, slipping 
through the fleet by night in a frail schooner, which safely accomplished her voyage to 
Cuba and back. His courage was manifest in the outspoken directness of his intercourse 
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with men. He was tactful, but frank. His directness in personal dealing won confidence 
and opened the way for his purposes in the interview. In personal evangelism he won 
more souls than by his preaching. He was Branch of the Vine that bore much fruit. 

Another of his traits which counted enormously for the pastor was his diligence 
in business. He reorganized churches on sound business principles and showed them 
how to cure the ills of financial failures. He gave of his own means with such liberality 
as to become a model to others. He never wasted time. If he was impatient of any- 
thing, it was of lardiness and delay. Perhaps he had a genius for administration, but 
without the industry that persisted under all conditions, no amount of genius could have 
achieved the results that constantly attended his work. I have sometimes heard minis- 
ters say they could not do pastoral visiting: that they had no talent for it. Possibly 
they have not, but they can toil at it if they have the moral quality of industry and the 
human interest in men that were as great factors in Dr. Hill’s success as his genius. He 
studied the pastor’s art. He made it his business to know his large congregations not 
only by face and name, but in the circumstances and relations of life. If a girl went 
away for a visit, he, her pastor, was among the first to greet her on her return, and he 
would seldom fail to win a life to service. If a youth came home from college. Dr. Hill 
§oon found time to have a private interview witty him, and used the circumstance as a 
basis of his appeal for a life of consecration. He visited much in offices and stores and 
was always welcome: for he studied conditions of business life and used them in his 
holy art. That he never forgot a face or a name may have been largely due to a re- 
markable memory: but the talent had been increased by the sincere interest he took in 
every one; he followed the Master in the value set upon the individual soul: how could 
he fail to recognize the face of the boy or girl, the man or woman, who came before him 
in hi§ constant intercessions? 

There was in Dr. Hill that subtle quality we call magnetism. It may be analyzed 
by the psychologist: I do not know about that: in Dr. Hill it was palpably ai combina- 

tion of goodness, genuineness and solvency. He attracted people not only because of 
his natural qualities, but because of his sufficiency for whatever was required by the oc- 
casion and the sincerity and distinterestedness of his life. Withal there was a just pride 
in his make-up. He was as far from fawning as from arrogance; he uttered his opinions 
without care whether they were popular or not, he was ever faithful to his convictions. 
He demanded for himself the recognition that he accorded to others; his religious re- 
spect for personality made groveling in his eyes a crime and policy despicable. Yet he 
was deeply humble; he could not think so highly of his fellow-men and think of himself 
more highly than he ought. 

Dr. Hill was faithful in his calling and to every man. He, like his Master, went 
about doing good. Hearts were cheered and lives renewed by his coming. I will, in con- 
clusion, read two stanzas of his composing that well -epitomizes his life: 

“The kindness shown by man to man 
Brings sweetness out of sorrow; 

To-day w r e’ll do the best we can 
And hope for good to-morrow. 

“We’ll shine above the stars of God, 

If true to love and duty — 

Forsake our homes beneath the sod 
And rise to immortal beauty.”

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THE REV. C. F. STAPLES. 

Rev. Charles Fletcher Staples, the subject of this memoir, was one of those hum- 
ble great men of the Methodist Itinerancy, commonly referred to as field hands. In. 
whatever field he labored, he wrought faithfully and brought things to pass. 

He was not noted for physical strength. He was not so richly endowed, nor so 
highly gifted as are some of God’s servants, but, hid thorough consecration and faithful 
service made up largely for any lack in these rich endowments and desirable gifts. 

Writing of his conversion, he says: “I was brightly converted at home in my 

own room May 17, 1875. I never had any doubt of my conversion. I felt that ‘Old things 
had passed away and that all things had become new.’ ” 

He was born on April 23, 1853, in Wilcox County, Ala. His parents, J. H. and 
H. E. Staples, moved with him to Union Parish, Louisiana, in 1866, where Charles 
Fletcher grew to manhood’s estate on the farm. He joined the M. E. Church, South, in 
1874, and served in every official relation and was licensed to preach in 1887. He spent 
one year at school at Southwestern University. Part of 1S88 he served as Junior 
Preacher on the Bienville Circuit under Rev. P. Burkett. At the Conference in New Or- 
leans, December, 1888, he was received on trial and sent to Indian Village. There, dur- 
ing his first year, he had one hundred and forty-four accessions to the Church. 

He was ordained Deacon by Bishop Haygood, December 7, 1890, and Elder by 
Bishop Galloway, December 18, 1892. 

Following are the works he served and from all of them brought up good reports 
of churches and parsonages built, church debts paid, conversions and accessions: In- 

dian Village, Vivian, Grand Chenier, Winnsboro, Vernon, Lanesville, Zwolle, Moorings- 
port, Gueydan, Bayou La Chute, Coushatta, Gibbsland, Tallulah, Ida, Greenwood, Cedar 
Grove and Jennings, his last appointment which he was unable to fill on account of 
failing health. 

Failing health, sore bereavement and family affliction caused a beclouding of his 

mind. 

While in) this condition, he in some way slipped away from his care-takers and 
was killed by a train Monday evening, November 6, 1917. 

Such is the summing up of a humble, useful life. He has passed from the shadows 
and cloudland into the land of cloudless day, several of his children having gone on 
before. 

Faithfully he served; fruitful in his labors, he has now entered into 1 , rest.

REV. T. H. MORRIS. 



The Rev. T. H. Morris was transferred to the Louisiana Conference in December, 
1911, and’ appointed to Mansfield charge, where he rendered efficient service during a 
quadrennium. During the closing months of this pastorate he had a serious attack of 
illness, but seeming to have regained his health, he was appointed to service in the 
Monroe charge duing the year 1916. The heavy work of this important charge proved 
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a greater' strain than he could endure and he began to decline in health, though he 
worked laboriously throughout the year and made an excellent report to the Conference. 
One year ago, he was appointed to Arcadia, in the hope that/ he might serve a 
* lighter charge, but soon suffered a complete collapse in health and had to be relieved of 
his work. Medical skill produced only temporary results and a few weeks ago he passed 
away at the home of relatives in Dallas, Texas. 

Brother Morris was a very painstaking and consecrated workman, diligent in his 
Master’s business. He was a faithful Shepherd, with deep human sympathies, following 
in the footsteps of his Master who went about doing good, and without doubt has now 
entered upon a rich eternal reward.
